On the other ſide the Arrians profeſs to believe of Chr iſt 
whatever himfelf, or his: Apoſtles have ſpoken; and where 
one expreſſion in Scripture ſeemeth to contradict another, 
they take ſuch a Courſe to recon: 1le them, as the Laws'and 
Cuſtoms of all the World dire&. It is very. frequent-f6r 
Rhetorick to exceed, but never to diminiſh the. Grammatical 
Character of a Perſon, whoſe honour the Writer profeſlerth 
to advance: and upon this account they think it more rea- 
ſonable, that thoſe Exprefſions which exalt our Saviors Per- 
ſon to an Equality with the Father, ſhould' ſtoop to tliofe 
which ſpeak him Inferior; than that thoſe which ſpeak 
him Inferior ſhould be ſtrained up to thoſe which ſpeak him 
Equal. And however, this 1s the {ater Way; fince it will 
lead us to ſuch a Belief, as will ſuffice for that end, for whoſe 
fake alone Belief it ſelf 1s required. |
